The following twenty lots are leaves from an album assembled at Lucknow, 
c. 1770. The first owner was apparently a Frenchman as suggested by the French 
captions beneath each picture and could possibly have been Jean-Baptiste Gentil who 
resided near Lucknow for much of his time in India (1752-1778), and formed a large 
collection of Indian paintings and manuscripts. Each page has a broad floral border 
sometimes executed in a chinoiserie style, on the reverse are examples of naskhi and 
nasta liq calligraphy. The overall measurements of the leaves are 355mm. ny 245mm.

AN EPISODE IN 
THE STORY OF SUDARSANA, a Raja who retired to live a devout life in the forest with his 
wife, he is seen returning home with a bundle of wood to find his wife, whom he had 
instructed never to refuse the request of a Brahmin, seated on a bed in a chamber about 
to yield herself to Dharma, the god of justice, who has come disguised as a Brahmin to 
test them, the chamber is raised on a level with a tree and shrubs growing up the pink- 
bricked wall, a male peacock stands on the green-tiled roof with his mate following 
in flight, a stream runs beneath with birds and animals on the banks, SIGNED BY THE 
ARTIST FAZL, the miniature enclosing nineteen lines of text with another line of text 
above the chamber, margins ruled in gold and blue, thirty-two lines of naskhi text on 
reverse of leaf, in mount (overall size 380mm. by 224mm.) [Mughal, c. 1616] 


This miniature is from a dispersed copy, dated 1616, of the Razmnama, an abridged 
Persian translation of the Hindu epic poem the Mahabharata originally commissioned 
by the Emperor Akbar in 990/1582 A.D. The manuscript was produced outside the 
Mughal court for Abdul Rahim Khan, Khan Khanan, son of Muhammad Bairam, 
minister and commander under Akbar. He was also a notable poet and bibliophile. 
Fazl, whose work is found in other manuscripts produced for the same patron, was 
evidently the leading artist of the atelier. For discussions on Abdul Rahim Khan see:

The following two miniatures are from a series of illustrations to the Ramayana, 
the Sanskrit epic poem written by the the sage Valmiki about 500 B.C. The series is 
known as the “‘Shangri’”’ Ramayana after Shangri, the place of residence of the branch 
of the Kulu royal family formerly in possession of the pictures. The miniatures date 
from the late seventeenth and early eighteenth century and can be assigned to Kulu 
artists working under various degrees of influence from the Basohli and Bilaspur 
schools. W. G. Archer in Rajput Miniatures from the Collection of Edwin Binney, 3rd, 
Portland 1968, pp. 76-81 and 94, distinguishes four styles within the series of which 
two are here represented: Aranyakanda in style IV, Kishkindakanda in style III. 


Other leaves from this series are in the National Museum, New Delhi, the 
Bharata Kala Bhavan, Benares, the British Museum, the Victoria and Albert Museum, 
and in private collections.
